"We woi..Id never have been producing the chemica 
If W'6 thought it was hazardous," Bill Seward, public 
relations person for Dow agricultural products , told 
LNS when confronted with the OCAW charges, "There’s 
definitely that possibility (that our standard was 
se'. '^c high), but we don't have the answers yet. 

And we've ac ed to stop product ion before having 
the answers , . , " 

But Meure and other occupational health activis 
are vritital cf the whole process by which workers' 
health and safety is supposed to be safeguarded. 
Under the Toxic Substances Act (under which pesti- 
cides are regulated), companies have no burden of 
prcoi when they bring a new chemical into the work- 
place- So chemicals are, in effect, free from regu- 
lation jnril ajter they have been shown to be 
hazar ecus -

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CRITICS CITE SURVEILLANCE DANGERS 
OF PROPOSED IRS COMPUTER SYSTEM 

NEW YORK (LNS) -- While the Internal Revenue 
Sert’ice (TRS) dreams of efficient data banks and 
information retrieval, critics of a proposed $1 billio 
IRS computer system are remembering how the FBI used 
tax return information for the surveillance and 
harassment of civil rights and anti-war organizations 
This harassment was documented in hearings conducted 
in the U S Senate by the Church Committee. 

As reported by People and Taxes ^ a publication 
of the Public Citizen Tax Reform Research Group in 
WashiDgt-n, DC., che proposed Tax Administration 
System, TaS, would be the largest computer system 
oi Its kind in the wjrld, IRS master files, now 
kept at the National Computer Center in Martinsburg, 
West Virginia, would be decentralized to ten 
regicnai offices around the country. The IRS says 
chat the ready accessibility of information with 
TaS would make it easier to crack down on tax evaders, 
speed up the error correction process, and provide 
quicker distribution of refunds and bills to tax- 
payers -
